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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Applicant has both canceled claim 44 and indicated it as previously presented. For 
purposes of the following Election/Restriction the canceled variety will be ignored. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-8, 49-64, and 78-83, drawn to a method for adjusting keystoning in a 
projector using a pair of imaging devices, classified in class 353, subclass 94. 

II. Claims 44-48, drawn to method for determining the location of a screen by a 
projector using one imaging device, classified in class 353, subclass 28. 

III. Claims 10-23, 65, 67-72, drawn to method of initiating keystone and focus 
adjustment and transforming an image projected from a projector, classified in 
class 353, subclass 121. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
